INTRODUCTION 


GENERAL 


During the year under report, 6 copper-plate grants and 363 stone inscriptions werc 
examined by the Directorates of Epigraphy at Mysore and Nagpur. the Zonal offices at Lucknow 
and Chennai. Of these, the copper-plate charters are included in Appendix ‘A’. Appendix ‘B 
contains 272 stone inscriptions collected by the technical officials of the Epigraphy Branch, Sanskrit 
and Dravidian inscriptions In Appendix ‘C are included 91 Arabic and Persian inscriptions 
collected by the members of the Nagpur office. Appendix 'D' contains the list of negatives of the 
photographs prepared during the year. 


Dr. K. M. Bhadri, Superintending Epigraphist (Director (Epigraphy), retired) visited the 
Buddhist stupas site at Satadharà, Raisen District, Madhya Pradesh and copied label inscriptions 
on the architectural stones of the excavated stupas. ‘These donative inscriptions, assignable to 
the 2nd - Ist Century BC. are engraved on cross-bars. railing-pillars, etc, on the stupas. Dr. C. 
A. Padmanabha Sastry, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist (Superintending Epigraphist, retired) 
conducted epigraphical survey and copicd inscriptions from Chittoor District, Andhra Pradesh. ‘The 
important collections include No. A 1, Nos. B 1 & 3. Dr. T. S. Ravishankar, Deputy Superintending 
Epigraphist (presently Director (Epigraphy) I/c) conducted epigraphical survey in ‘Bhubancswar, 
Orissa and Bikaner, Jaipur and Jaisalmer Districts in Rajasthan. ‘The important collection include 
No. A 6. Nos. B 97, 108 and 130. Dr. D. M. Nagaraju, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist (presently 
Superintending Epigraphist) conducted epigraphical survey at Kolhapur District, Maharashtra. His 
important collections include Nos. B. 50. 52 and 57. Sri S. Nagarjuna, Assistant Supcrintending 
Epigraphist (presently Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) conducted cpigraphical survey in Guntur, 
Krishna and Medak Districts in Andhra Pradesh and his collections include Nos. A - 34; Nos. B 4, 
18-19 and 21. Sri Jai Prakash, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist (presently Deputy Superintending 
Epigraphist) conducted epigraphical survey in Cuttack District, Orissa and Lalitpur and Mathura 
Districts in Uttar Pradesh and his important collections include No. A. 5 & Nos. B. 251, 255 and 
271. Dr. K. Karuppaiah, Senior Epigraphical Assistant (presently Deputy Superintending Epigraphist) 
conducted epigraphical survey in Cuddalore and Perambalur districts of ‘Tamil Nadu and copied 
inscriptions. His important collections include Nos. B 135, 136 and 185. Dr. S. Rajavelu, Senior 
Epigraphical Assistant (presently Associate Professor, Tamil University, Thanjavur) copied some 
inscriptions in Dharmapuri and Pudukkottai Districts, Tamilnadu and among them the important 
are Nos. B. 153, 200 and 217. 


The Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, listed in Appendix ‘C of this report were examined 
by the Superintending Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, Archacological Survey of 
India, Nagpur. These inscriptions were copicd/photographed from various places in Andhra Pradesh, 
Delhi, Kerala, Maharashtra and Uttar Pradesh by M. I. Quddusi, Superintending Epigraphist, M.Y. 
Quddusi, Deputy Superintending Epigraphist and G. S. Khwaja, Assistant Superintending Epigraphist

(now Director (Epigraphy) l/c). for Arabic & Persian Inscriptions, Archacological Survey of India, 
Nagpur. ‘The epigraphs listed in the Appendix ‘C of this Annual Report include those which were 
copicd by Late M. L Quddusi who expired in 2006 and by M. Y..Quddusi who retired in 2005. 
The text and gists of their epigraphs were prepared and finalised by the present Superintending 
Epigraphist for Arabic and Persian Inscriptions, Archacological Survey of India, Nagpur. The 
present collection includes many cpigraphs important for the historical and socio-economic dala 
stored in them. Few of these may be of later dates or the ones which were installed later, but 
arc important for their contents. 


Some of the historically important inscriptions brief. reviewed here. 
COPPER PLATES 


BHANJA. - No A 5 - engraved on a copper-plate found at Panasi in Mayurbhanj District 
in Orissa (now preserved in the Orissa State Museum, Bhubancswar) belongs to the reign 
of Paramamahesvara Paramabhattaraka Maharajadhiraja Rayabhanja born in the family of 
Mayura. It records the grant of land. He ruled in the region around Khiching in the Mayurbhanja 
district of Orissa. 


‘The charter furnishes two interesting expressions (such as adha-tandula and hasti dhanya) 
in linc 22, while recording the grant. They apparently indicate terms for some irregular taxcs in 
kind to be paid by the donec to the king on specific occasions. 


PARAMARA (KIRADU BRANCH). - This copper-plate charter No. A 6 is preserved in the 
State Museum at Jaisalmer, was discovered from Mungthala in Badmer District. It is written in 
Sanskrit language and Nagari script and dated in Vikrama 1239 (1182 A.D). The charter introduces 
for the first time by mahamandalesvara Bandhura ja. son and successor of Somaràja (Somesvara), 
a ruler of Paramara dynasty of Kiratakupa (Kiradu) and refers to the grant of a village by name 
Mamkata by Malhanadévi, queen of Bandhuraja for meeting the expenses connected with the 
worshop of goddess Śrī Chandika. 


REDDYS OF KONDAVIDU : No A. 3, a copper-plate is in possession of Shri S. 
Venkataramanayyangar in Brahmanakoduüru of Guntur district, Andhra Pradesh. ‘The inscription 
is in Sanskrit language and Telugu characters and dated Saka 1295. It records the consecration 
of the god Sri Vénugopalasvami in the village Bráhrnanakodüru-agrahara by Dontiraja Anavema- 
reddi of Kondavidu. Also records the gift of lands situated in the same village to the brahmana 
Sri Vaikhanasa Venkatacharyyasarma in the presence of NagcSvarasarma of Bharadvaja gotra and 
Srinivasa of Atréya gotra for the daily offerings to the god. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - Two undated copper-plate Nos. A 1 and 2 possibly part of a set, engraved 
in Telugu characters and languages of l6th-I7th century A.D. are preserved in the Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanam Museum, ‘Tirupati. They contain compositions which were well known and attributed 
to Annamacharya, a saint and composer who lived during the reign of Venkata III, the Aravidu 
king. ‘The songs are composed in different ragas like Sankarabharana, Kannadagaula, Ritigaula 
and Malavagaula and describe the passion and amorousness between god Venkatc$vara and his 
consorts. Such compositions are called Sringarapatalu in Telugu. 
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INSCRIPTIONS ON STONE AND OTHER MATERIALS 


CHALUKYAS OF KALYANA. - No. B 21 from Nérédigunta. Andole Taluk. Medak District, 
Andhra Pradesh is in Kannada language and characters. This inscription belongs to the reign of 
Pratapachakravarti Jagadckamalla II who ruled for 13 years from 1139-48 A.D. (Sec B. R. Gopal. 
The Chalukyas of Kalyana, p. 316) ‘This record introduces new chiefs mahamandalesvaras 
Somapermmadi, Parnparasa and Gundamanika Ahavamallarasa. So far, it is the only known record 
of Jagadékamalla, issued in his 8th regnal year found from Andhra Pradesh. It records the gift of 
one mattar (a land measure) of land located at the beginning of the western canal of the Pam- 
pusamudra, for making food offerings by mahamandalesvara Kasula Soma Permadi, Pamparasa, son 
of mahamandalesvara Gundamànik Ahavamallarasa to the aséshaprabhus, nayakas and to defray 
expenses connected with the festivities conducted in the months of Karttika and Vaisakha. It also 
mentions that a portion of moncy to be made out of the income accrued from the sales made 
outside by the nakharas, a garden and half mattar of land for thc maintenance of offerings to 
the god Somanathadeva. 


CHÓLAS.- Among the inscriptions of the Cholas, an inscription from the place Vayalogam (No. B 
209) in Kulattur taluk, Pudukkottai District. Tamil Nadu is considered to be the carliest inscription. 
It is dated in the 3rd regnal year of the Chola king Ko-Rajakesari (A.D. 960). It records the gift 
of three ma of land as Kula-patti for the maintenance of a tank in the village Vayalogan by the 
sword-regiment (val-padat) named Vira Chola Uanko-velar and body-guard called (udanilai sevagar). 
A group of warriors known as Anukkar Udanküuttattar ctc. arc also referred to in other Tamil 
epigraphs (sce AR/p. No. B 471-72 of 1959, p. 16). The title Ænādi was conferred on warriors 
for gaining expertise in sword fighting (SH, Vol. V. No. 430). 


Another inscription of the same king (No. B 236) from the village "Iriunedunkalam in 
liruchehirappalli l'aluk of the same district, refers to the playing of various musical instruments 
like kalam, parikalattaligali, mūkku, mattalam, settam cic. It is quite interesting to note that 
making of Mattalam is mentioned in the Partibasekarapurachcheppedugal as Aluttana tattalimattali 
karadligar talam. 


Inscription (No. B 153) copied from the place called Banakkamuttatlu in Krishnagiri taluk 
of Dharmapuri district is dated in the 7th regnal ycar of the Chola king Rajaraja I (992 AD). 
It is interesting to note that some of the privileges were conferred upon Sokka Valliyar Kon 
alias Chitrameli Periyanattu Piramadhirajan son of Gangasukka bhattan by Idangaiscnai hailing 
from the village Idangai senainallur alias Vannaikkanmuttil in Paiyurparru of Tagadūr Nadu are 
beautifully narrated in the inscription. 


There are two inscriptions belonging to the imperial Chola king Rajendra Chola L The 
first inscription (No. B 156) copied from the village Jagadamottur in Dharmapuri district, dated in 
the 4th regnal year of the king (1016 AD), refers to the death of a hero in a wild-boar hunt 
by name Vichcha Kamindan son of Kendaimachcha Kamindan of Pandikamundarpualli hailing 
from the village Pullamangalam in Ganganadu, sub-division of Tagaduür-nadu of Vijaya-Rajendra 
mandalam. Another inscription (No. B 155) of the same king, from the same village, refers to 
the death of a person by name Chamundan due to snake bitc and states that he was a resident 
of Avanamchchippalli, a hamlet of Pullamangalam of the same division. Further, it records that 
after his death, his wife Vichchakkan committed sati. The prevalence of such custom is also 
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referred to in an inscription from Elavanasur (SJ, Vol. XXIL No. 156). 


Another Chola inscription (No. B 188) copied from Taluttalai in Perumbalur district is 
dated in the 6th regnal year of the king Rajadhiraja (1024 A.D.) refers to the installation of the 
images of the gods Chandrasckhara, Kuttadumdevar and the goddess Nachchiyar in the temple of 
Taluttalai Mahadevar alias Vadakailayamudaiyar at ‘Taluttalai for the merit of Magadanadalvar 
alias Sembai Nayagan by one Aragalür Vélan Nilan-Nayagapperumal. 


Among the other Chola inscriptions, another important inscription (No. B 144) of this 
dynasty is found engraved on the west wall of Ranganatha temple in Vasisthapuram, ‘Tittakkudi 
taluk of Perambalur district. It refers to the gift of a certain amount of kasu by the daughter of 
Irungolar, a resident of Tenur for burning a lamp before a deity on the eve of the birth day of 
the king Kuluttunga Chola (1070-1120 A.D) which falls in the month of Avani. It may be noted 
that many inscriptions from Kanchi taluk refers to ladies who liberally made donations to the 
temple. Another inscription (No. 136) of the same king refers to the deposit of 1100 kasu made 
by two persons wz. Kankaniseyvan (temple servant) and Samundan which states that the interest 
accrued from the deposited amount to be used to meet out the expenses connected with serving 
of best food to the Srivaishnavas (number thirty) besides, performing the sacred services on the 
occasion of Amavasya day in the temple of Gopurattu Alvar. Regarding feeding of Srivaishnavas 
(refer B. 188 of 1923). 


Inscription (No. B 145) from Vashishtapuram in Perambulur district, dated in the Hth regnal 
year of the Chola king Rajarajadévar and it refers to the gift of land in Devansenai bhoga as 
Tirunamattukkani by a certain Kesavadevan to the god Emperumàn at Tirumagilampandal to mect 
out the expenditures relating to the procession, food offerings and burning lamp in the temple. 


Another inscription. belonging to the same king, engraved on the mukhamandapa wall 
of Madhuranti$vara temple at Pennakkonam of Perambalür district (No. B 183) refers to the 
contribution made by two persons viz, Tiruppurambiyamudaiyan and Tirumandurainambi in order 
to continue the already existing age-old endowments instituted by Kasyaban-Arasan-Uyyaninrad-. 
bhattan and Umaiy-anral for burning some perpetual lamps as well as 16 twilight lamps before 
the god ‘Tirumadhurantaga-Isvaramudaiya-Nayanar at Perunar-kunram. 


One more inscription (No. B 185) of the same king, engraved on the south wall of the 
same temple, refers to the gift of 150 kasu by Umaiyandal, the daughter of Acharyan, a brahmana, 
at ‘Tirumangalam, as a brahmadéya in Kalarkurram of Rajaraja-valanadu and it was entrusted to 
three persons Kasipan-Araisu, Tàyandevan and Marudan-senni, for burning a lamp before the god 
Tirumarantaka-Iévaramudaiyar at Peruner-kunram in "ajasingan-valanadu. 


PANDYAS : This record (No. B 192) engraved on the wall of Tirumukkudali$varar temple at 
Ayyanperaiyur in Perambalur district is interesting. Dated in the 4th regnal year of the king 
Vikrama Pandyadevar (1287 A.D) refers to the gift of lraiyili devadana (tax free land) to the god 
Tirumukkudali$varar at Kiranur of Ugalur-kurram by the urar for worship and sacred services in 
the temple besides carrying out the festivities and processions of the god on the occasion of the 
birth day of Sri Rajakkal-nayan in the month of every year. 


: A record of Kulasckharadeva (No. B 245) dated in the 34th regnal year copied from 
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Mudugudi in Rajapalayam taluk of Virudhanagar district, refers to the eift of 1/2 ma land as 
Udirappatti (a compensation for shedding blood) by the ürar of Karungulattur to the daughter of 
Periyadévan Pallan who laid down his life for the sake of villagers. 


An inscription (No. B 246) engraved on the wall of a well, reported from the village 
Viluppanur in Srivilliputtür taluk, Virudhnagar district is in Tamil language and characters. The 
king Sundarapandyadevar, in his 4th year (1304 A.D.) issued this charter. It records the construction 
of madlagurkal (sluice stonc) and tolakkal (supporting stone) for drawing water probably for 
irrigational purpose. Also, it mentions the digging of a tank for the purpose of storing drinking 
water (iran) near by the well at Vilupparaiyanallur in Mallinadu by a person (name lost). 


Record (No. B 201) of the same king Sundarapandyadevar comes from the village ‘Todaiyur 
of Pudukkottai district, which refers to a series of gifts made, such as kuduninga devadana land 
(without evicting tenants) 15 kalam of paddy and a certain amount of money probably for the 
purchase of parivattam (head gear) and for meeting the expenditures connected with anointing 
‘with sandal paste (tirumelpüchchu) of the deity ctc, by the Araiyars of Tensiruvayil-nadu in 
Jayasinga-kulakdlavala-nadu to the temple Tudarandanayanar. It also mentions the signatories viz, 
Seman-cholavelar, Kulottungachola Velar etc. 


KONGU CHOLAS : Inscription (No. B 177) copied from the place Pattali in Kangeyam taluk 
and Erode district, engraved on either side of the door-jamb of the Amman temple, belongs to 
the 10th regnal ycar (A.D. 1090) of Kongu Chola ruler Abhimana Chola Rajadhiraja It mentions 
the construction of a Pidari temple by 4 lady Nayaki Vichchi Nagan Silambi in memory of her 
husband Kavan Araiyan of Kurumpullar community. This amply proves that the ladies were 
having full rights and liberty and took initiative to construct many temples during this period. 


Inscription (No. B 178) is engraved on the door-jamb of the garbhagriha of the Tiruppiratti 
Amman temple at Pidariyir in the Perunturai taluk and Erode district. It is dated in the 18th 
regnal year (1225 A.D) of the Kongu Chola king Vira Rajendradevar. This inscription states that 
the gift of tirunilaikal (door-jamb) to the temple of Pidari of Pidariyar was made by a servant 
Kamindan alias Manikkavasakan, a servant of the temple. 


Another inscription (No. B 179) copied from the place Koduveli in Satyamangalam taluk 
of Erode district, refers to the Kongu ruler Rajaraja dated in his 17th regnal year and it mentions 
the donation of 500 coins Sriyakki palanjalakai for maintaining a perpetual lamp in the temple 
of Tirumunntévaramudaiyar at Koduveli in Vadaparisara-nàdu by Vayakan belonging to the 
Karaivettuvar sect. 


KUSHANAS : No. B 271 engraved on a pillar base found at Mathura (now preserved in the 
Government Museum, Mathura), belongs to the reign of Kushana king Huvishka bearing the date 
year 33, He l di 2. It records the gift of a Kumbhaka (pitcher) probably of stone for storing 
water by the two worshipper brothers Buddharakshita and Dharmarakshita, sons of a brahmana 
named Soma, belonging to Upavafia-sagotra, in their- own monastery for the acceptance of the 
teachers of Sarvasti-vadi sect. 


MUGHAL : A stone slab kept in the Amber museum No. B 104 at Amber, Amber Tahsil and 
Jaipur, belongs to the reign of Akbar, dated in Vikrama 1661, is written in Sanskrit mixed with 
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local dialect and Nagari characters It records the laying of a garden (bag) by Isara-bramari, son 
of Purohita Prabhu during the time of Jagannathaji of the Kachchhavaha family at the town of 
Doda. An incomplete inscription No. B 105, engraved on a stone slab kept in the above muscum 
is in Nagari characters and Sanskrit language, dated Vikrama 1714, it refers to the setting up 
of a Kurmasila, and the construction of the temple of Vimalcáa (Vimalanatha) at Ambavati 
situated. in. Dhundhahada-desa during the reign of Maharaja Jayasimha. who is referred to as 
mahamandalesvara under patasahi Shahajahan. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - 


The excavation conducted at the Buddhist site Udayagiri-2, Jajpur ‘Tahsil, Cuttack district, 
Orissa yield many fragmentary inscriptions, which are in early Nagari characters and Sanskrit 
language, mostly of 8th-9th century. And they are preserved in the office of the Superintending 
Archacologist, Excavation Branch IV, Bhuvaneshwar. No. B 70 is engraved on one side of a 
fragmentary stone and in Nagari characters of 9th-l0th century A.D. It mentions Bhagavan(van) 
Vul Bu fddha. 


A Tamil inscription (No. B 7) engraved in two lines in Tamil language and characters of 
lOth century A.D. from Hamsaladivi. Avanigadda mandalam is an interesting one. It reads [langi 
darsanat. Geographically, Hamsaladivi is situated at the confluence of the river Krishna and the 
Bay of Bengal and it appears like an island. It is a well known fact that this arca had attracted 
many  sea-borne traders and merchant communities from thc beginning of 2nd-3rd centuty A.D. 
Since, it is well connected by means of waterway. if is quite natural that traders might have 
maintained maritime contacts. 


Inscription ( No. B 162) from Muttanür in Krishnagiri taluk of Dharmapuri district provides 
information regarding the distance of a high way viz, Adiyamàn Peruvali to a place called Navar 
tavalam as 27 kadam. The distance of the kadam is indicated in the milestone at the end of ‘the 
inscription by scooping out of two big holes and seven small holes representing the number 27. 
The other mile stone inscription, known carlier from the same highway, 10 kms away from the 
present findspot Salai ic. Nalroad near Adiyaman kottai representing the distance as 29 kadam 
with similar holes (Z.A. Review 1992-93, p. No. 4). 


Inscription (No. B 235) copied from the village "l'irunedunkalam. refers to ‘the protection 
by military body viz. Sendan Kuluvinar kaval belonging to Sri Purakkudippalli. I may be noted 
that the figures of two sickles, swords and two lamps are depicted above the inscription. On 
palacographical grounds, this inscription car be assigned to 9th century A.D. 


Epigraphical survey of Lalitpur district, Uttar Pradesh. yiclded many sati stone inscriptions. 
Onc among them No. B 261 from  Satagatà, district Lalitpur, Uttar Pradesh is fixed in the ground 
near the Vishnu temple written in local dialect and Nagari characters and in Vikrama 1451 
(1394 A.D), records the performance of Sahagamana during the reign of Maharajadhiraja sultan 
Mahimud Shah and Dilavar Khan (governor of Malwa) in Chandéri-dc&a. A Jaina inscription No. 
B 264, from Sironakhurd, Lalitpur district, Uttar Pradesh, engraved on the pedestal of an image 
of the Jaina Tirthankara Adinatha. kept near the Jaina muscum is in Sanskrit language and 
Nagari characters of about the Ith century A.D. Mentions sréshthi Grihadasa was was probably 
responsible for making of the image. 
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Khalji Sultans of Delhi are represented by only one record where as regional 
dynasty of Asaf Jahis of Hyderabad is represented by four (4) and British Rulers 
of England by two (2). 


KHALJIS. - This solitary record No. C 78 representing the dynasty of Khalji Sultans of Delhi, 
comes from Sahiswan in Budaun District of Uttar Pradesh. ‘This historically important record is 
not in situ. "Though it is fixed in the wall of the Jami'Masjid but originally it is from a fortress 
as the word /usn in the text indicates clearly which means a fort in Arabic. Sahiswan is situated 
very close to Budaun the headquarters of an iqta’ during the time of carly Sultans of Delhi. 
Prince Muhammad, who later on adopted the title of ‘Alau’d- Din as the Sultan of Delhi, was the 
governor of Budaun under his uncle Sultan Jalal-u'd- Din Khalji. When ‘Umar Khan had revolted 
against Sultan “Alau- Din Khalji he was punished by the Sultan and a strong fort was constructed 
at his orders to protect his subjects. ‘This epigraph corroborates the construction of a fort in AH. 
700 (1301 A.D) at the orders of the Sultan. Now the traces of a fort are hardly found in and 
around Sahiswan but the fort must have been in the close proximity from where the epigraph 
was brought for safety and built into the wall of the Jami'Masjid. ‘The Persian work in history 
titled Kanz-ut-T'arikh by Razi-u'd-Din (published by Nizami Press in 1907) mentions this historical 
event with vivid details. Its style of writing is typical Naskh of the Sultanate period, in which all 
. the vertical strokes have been arranged in a line to give the effect of bows in a row, the way 
early inscriptions of Bengal have been executed [No. C 78] 


ASAF JAMIS. - Asaf Jahis or Nizàms of Hyderabad are represented by four (4) records (No. 
C 7-10) all of Mir ‘Usman ‘Alt Khan, the VII ruler of this dynasty who ruled between (1911-50 
A.D). These records are from Nizamia General Hospital, near Char Minar in the old walled-city 
of Hyderabad. ‘They bear the title of the ruling authority in the metallic jali (screen) which reads: 
‘Nizam-u'l-Mul’k Asaf Jah’, They are executed in beautiful Naskh style of calligraphy arranged 
in Tughra form. 


BRITISH. - The dynasty of British rulers is represented by two gun records Nos. C 59-60 from 
Eliphanta (Mumbai) bear the royal emblem of the British Government and name as King Edward 
VII (1901-10 A.D) obviously recording the manufacture of these guns. 


MISCELLANEOUS. - 


Among miscellaneous records No. C 21 one from Phul Bagh Masjid is important for his 
builderas mention. This Persian epigraph composed by poet Ghubar states that this mosque was 
built at the orders of Sir Maharaj Bahadur in AH. 1327 = 1909-10 A.D. The builder of this mosque 
mentioned as Sir Maharaj is none other than Raja Kishan Parshad Bahadur who was Madar-u'l- 
Muham (ie, Prime Minister) of the state of Haiderabad from AH. 1319 = 1901 A.D. to AH. 1330= 
1912 A.D. He was a skilled poet of Persian and Urdu with the nom-de-plume ‘Shad’. The composer 
of the metrical text Ghubar can be safely identified on the basis of literary history, with Sadiq 
Husain Ghubar (see The Chronology of Modern Hyderabad, Hyderabad, 1954), 


Among the important inscriptions No. C 41 copied from Delhi is a record from the 
tomb complex of another celebrated saint popularly called Chiragh-i-Dehli. Though it is a ‘later 
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installation but registers a very important event of demise of famous saint Shams-u'l-‘Arifin, Siràj- 
us-Salikin Hadrat Makhdum Khwaja Shaikh Nasir-u’d-Din Mahmud, Raushan Chiragh-i-Dehlr in 
AH. 757 = 1356 A.D. The saint was disciple and spiritual successor to Hadrat Shaikh Nizam-u'd-Din 
Auliya. It futher states that this inscriptional slab was installed by Nasim-ud-Din Qadirr Chishti of 


Awadh (now in Uttar Pradesh). No. C 42, the second important record from Delhi comes from a 
tomb recording the demise of a saintly person Hadrat Khwaja Shams-ud-Din Autad, in A.H. 700 
= 1301 A.D. It is important to note here that the deceased was contemporary to celebrated saint 
of Chishti order Hadrat Shaikh Nizam-u'd-Din. Serial No. C 36 comes from historical Fatehpuri 
Masjid in the walled city of Shahjahanabad (Delhi). It records the renovation work done in this 


mosque at the instance of Haji Muhammad Tagi under the superintendence of Haji Qutb-u’d-Din 
and Ghulam Muhammad Khan in AH. 1289 = 1872-73 A.D. 


One Arabic record No. C 52 has been copied from the Jami‘ Masjid of the village Puthiya 
Kavu in Thrissur District of Kerala State. The metrical text executed in Naskh style of calligraphy 
on a wooden plank mentions the martyrdom of a person named Marakkar, son of Sayyid Ahmad 
al - Vidya in AH. 1245 = 1829-30 A.D. This record is important for the place name recorded in 
the Arabic text, which has been written as Fidya — Aqru whereas the present name is spelt as 
Puthiya Kavu as per the phonetics of Malayalam language. (No. C 50] 


Among the epigraph copied from Uttar Pradesh one No. C 81 from Jaunpur, a district 
Headquarters, assigns the construction of an Imam Bara to Sayyid Nasir “Ali Khan Dhu'l-Qadr 
in AH. 1283 = 186667 A.D. The builder, as per a historical work ‘Nasab Nama’ by Sayyid 
Muh-ammad Jafar, was son of Sayyid Didar ‘Ali and served under British Government as tahsildar 
of Nizamabad, Shivrajpur and Qannauj. He was elevated to the post of Deputy Collector in 1835 
A.D. to serve at Gorakhpur, Ghazipur, Kanpur, Agra and Allahabad. He expired at Allahabad in 
1867 A.D. For his meritorious services he was invested with the coveted title of Khan Bahadur 
Dhu'l-Qadr by the British Government. 


One record of much historical importance has been copied from village Agori in Sonbhadra 
District of Uttar Pradesh. This epigraph bearing No. C 89 though very brief but throws light on 
the building activity of an official under Mughal Emperor Jahangir. It refers to the mahal (ic. 
palace) of Madho Singh built in A.H. 1020 = 1611-12 A.D. in Pargana Akori (te, Agori) in sarkar 
of Chunar. Madho Singh of our record is none other than the famous Mughal official Madho Sing 
Kuchhwaha, son of Raja Bhagwandas a mansabdar in the court of Emperor Akbar and Emperor 
Jahangir. Shahnawaz Khan has given his biographical sketch in his famous work Maathir-ul-Umara 
(Volume III, p. 321-22). The reference of Agori being a pargana headquarters in the sarkar of 
Chunar is not found in any other work of history except our record. Even celebrated work Ain- 
i-Akbari of Abul-Fadl doesn’t carry any mention of Agori in the sarkar of Chunar. 


No. C 91 is an important bilingual record in Hindi as well as in English which mentions 
the construction of an observatory in 1710 A.D. at Man Palace, Varanasi by Maharaja Sawai Jai 
Singh of Jaipur and subsequently its repair in 1911 A.D. by Sir Sawai Madho Sing of Jaipur.
